ICHANG. 
(N.-O, Daily News correspondent.) 
Oct. 14. 


Trade, which is always dull at Ichang 
during the summer monthe, has lately 
shown a little revival, and the junks: that 
aro Isid up along the river bank, densely 
packed for two or thres miles, while the 
current is too strong for them to go up and 
down to Chungking, aro begianing to haul 
out again and load forthe upper port with 
such cargo az the steamers bring along from 
down river ports, Tho ‘Ohungking Trad- 
ing Company ' soem still to be going strong, 
several largo junks having lately arrived 
from the upper port fying flags inscribed 
with GC. T. 0. Among other things cotton 
yarn appears to be moving again, though 
goodness knows how the Shanghai hongs 
manage in the present uncertainty of the 
Mexican, Tho steamers have alo been 

liay, lately, with the students, who hare 
just completed their examinations at Wa- 
chang and aro making fur their homes 
gain without, as far as one can learn, 
having either harmed or bullied a single 
foreigner in that city. 

At Ichang we aro os quiet ns usual. 
That is say we are only subjected to the 
usual amount of annoyances and insults, 
As, for instance, the shoating and jooring 
at missionaries as they pass in and out of 
the city, which is chronic. Occasionally, 
also, one mests a forcignor with a Chincee 
woman mauling him and screeching ia the 
shrill falsetto which they luve, choica Chi- 
nese epithets, comparing him with the 
angela, for having discharged her as boing 
a iahoneat or incompetent amah, The 
lady being choered on by a following mob, 
a few hundred strong, just to see fair play 
and boing overwhelming evidence if the 
foroigner should ao far farget himself as to 
use any but the must yeutle force in de- 
tuching bimeelf from: her leatbeome .om- 
brace. But such thingy ary onty part of 
our deily life io the upper city of the 
plains. 

Tho other day we were also blessed with 
the aight of a victim of the sloth of Chinese 
justice in the shape of a dead man that was 
brought forth from the city and stripped 
and coffined by the wayside within thirty 
yards of the Consulate; amjd tha gual 
dismal wail ge aoq wppabings that accom- 
pany such nafive funotions, His proximity 
to the Consulate was, of course, only an 
accident, as we have no settlement here 
and live cheek by jow! with filthy coolie 
neighbours. This victim af anail-pace jus- 
tice was charged about twelve aptha since 
with kidnapping gud hag hou lying in prison 
eyor vince awaiting verdict. Finding this 
likely to detain him there the usual time,

Thursdey last. As ho was certainly ono of 
tho most eminent of missfonarica in China 
we deoply regret to have to add bia name 
to the list of our departed worthies. 

Ha arrived in Ohina in 1854 in connec- 
tion with the Amorican Prosbytarinn Mis- 
sion and sctiled in Ningpo asa colleague 
of Dr Martin now of Peking. When the 
northern Ports were opened carly in the 
sixties le removed to Tongohowfn near 
Cliefoo, Early in the seventies he removed 
to Chofoo.were he haa resided éver since... 

Daring the carlier part of his life he 
studied China with muck care-and pablich- 
od hia results in a book in Eaglsa, : His 
accomplished wifo also published a book 
on Life in Ching, Thig period we may 
regard as that in which he carefolly atu~ 
died tha needa of the Chinase and ezperi- 
tosnted how to reach tho many ‘by praach- 
ing in atreet chapols, by itincrating, by 
opening achoole and theological institationa. 
In Sbantung he applied the: principles 
which he hed discovered with remerkablo 
success. Ho may be regarded as-one of 
the great bishops of Shantung, For over 
twenty yeara it was hie habit to travel (like 
bis untiring colleague Dr Corbott) for 
three months in the spring and otber three 
months inthe autumn of avery year to.

Mr E. A, Gore-Booth writes as follows to 
the N.-C Daily Nows :— 

Ag regards the question of the position 
that the first starter should ocoupy 
at tho start which has been raised on 
several ocoasions, ‘Daybreak’ having 
stated or been made to stata that the starter 
thould bo in front of the Held, I feel 
inolined to ventilute it. From my point of 
view es a spectator, a rider, and latterly as 
a atarter. I consider this wrong, especially 
on courses such ag we have in China whore 
the spaca is narrow with ditobes on both 
sides, 

Aso rider I found that certain sidere had 
un idea thot by watching the starter's face 
they cuald get off hi/e he was lowering bis 
flag, the consequence being that those farth- 
eat from the starter kept niggliog ahesd of 
the field, their heads and therefore their 
ponies’ partly turned round throwing the 
field out of order, this of couree mora especi- 
ally in shortdistanceraces. The ridera have 
nothing to do with the first starter, theirdaty 
being to look at the second flag and do thsir 
dest to keep in lino and at a welk, as no 
start oan take place till the second fl g is 
down. In old days there was only one starte 
erend naturally, he had to bo io front of 
the field ; probably the reasoe for having a 
second was that when fields got.lorge it waa 
found that the starter could not beia front 
of tho field scar cnough to control the move- 
ments of Lhe ridere, and } contehd thet unless 
he is sbavlutely in front oraning ond nig- 
gling must happon.

1,528 in 1861 to 3,434 in 1881, and of 
repurters from 636 in 1861 to 9,677 in 1881 
—show that newspaper production must 
have inereased enormously. Other figares 
point the samo wuy. There are now 2? 
daily papers— morning end” evening~in 
London. Taking avernge daily circulations 
of each at 100,00) copies, the snnaal 
circulations of London dailics alono must 
approach 1,000,000000. The 170 pro- 
vineial dailies must have at least an equal 
circulation, The yearly circulation of 
daily papera alono, (then, tmust teach 
2,000,000,000. It is impossible to form 
oven a rongh estimate of circulation uf the 
2,000 weeklies. Some of these have cir- 
culations approaching a million a weak. 

Coming to the second branch of his sub- 
ject, Mr Strahan anid that logistation affoot- 
log newapnpers hal heen neglected. For 150 
years after the tirst daily paper was started 
in London practically there was oo special 
legislation for newspapers, During the Jact. 
fifty years numerous statutes have been 
paesed affecting them, and some specially 
applying to them, But the logialation has 
beon largely haphazard, piecemeal, and ill- 
considered, Holding that the time has come 
when it should be thoroughly reoast and re- 
fo.ned, and made a consistent system of 
law, he urged — 

The advantages whioh would result from 
codifying the Inw offecting . newspapers 
ore the following: (a) The law “would be 
made mora intelligible. At present it is ex. 
traordivarily confused. The common lew 
and no less than SL statutes altering sad 
tonddling it now apply to newspapers, 
This is a disgraceful thing, especially when 
we remember that uewspaper law asa rule 
hos to be applied by wh ny Cdtpmon- 
ly without time of opportunity of get- 
ting legal advive.' nis The law would 
be made more effective, At present the 
law frequently fails to oarry out the in 
tentions of the Legislature. “For example, 
the Newspaper Libel and Registration 
Act, 1881, fails altogether to secure tetiable 
registration of homepaper owners. It fails 
also ta seoure journalists againet vexatious 
and frivolous indi¢tments for libel when the 
magistrate has di-missed the charge againat 
the journalist, (c) It would preserve tho: 
liberty of the Press. Recently the Conrt of 
Chancery hes begun to grant interim injuao- 
tions to restrain the publiontion of libels or 
cwhatit holds’ to be libols.’. Thia is a very 
dangerous jurisdiction Hit ie tohe per- 
mitted to exiet at all, it should surely be'li- 
mited and fixed hy express. stetutery ennot- 
ment, A. consolidation of../4e law. of the 
Biess would probably Jeaq algo to reform, 
‘The reforms mest "ecessary at this moment 
are two.
